MICHIGAN OHIO 'WAR' 


RECALLED 


When Executives Meet Upon 


a Formal Occasion 


HISTORY OF THE CASE 


Which Dated Back Eighty 


Years —Frank B. Willis 
and Woodbridge Ferris 
Greet Each Other and Ex 
tend Felicitations Upon 
An Auspicious Occa 
sion.

Toledo, O., Nov. 24.—Threatened 


"war" 
between Ohio and Michigan 


In 1835 over the interstate boundary 
near here, when the casualties 
in- 


volved two horses and the principal 
violence consisted of imprisonment 
of a few officials was recalled today 
when Gov. Frank B. Willis of Ohio, 
and Gov. Woodbridge X. Ferris of 
Michigan shook hands over the pres- 
ent boundary line. They were among 
the official party 
which 
formally 


dedicated a monument on the new 
line at Point Place, a few miles from 
Toledo. 


Had Michigan won the 
dispute, 


Toledo might now be part of that 
state, Detroit might not have grown 
to such size, or Michigan might not 
have been awarded tne great miner- 
al territory of its northwest as a 
compromise, Gov. Willis suggested. 
As events 
actually 
developed 
he 


said, the dispute, variously 
called 


"Toledo war," "Maumee v\ar," and 
"Erie war," produced its most excit- 
ing moments in 
connection with 


maneuvers by Ohio officials to hold 
court in Toledo, and 
by Michigan 


citizens to prevent this. 
A lost hat 


containing the court documents cre- 
ated more excitement than a battle 
of the world's greatest war today he 
recalled. 
Congress in 1836 settled the dis- 


pute which was over the 
territory 


between the present Michigan-Ohio 
line and the so-called Fulton line a 
few miles further south, by giving 
Michigan its northern peninsula. 


Michigan held two conventions in 


1836. 
The survejor's stakes set at 
that time disappeared, however, and 
the line became indefinite again The 
legislatures of the two states in 1915 
ordered a re-survey and the 
errec- 


tion of a permanent monument on 
the line. 


Governor Willis in his address at 


the dedication ceremonies referred to 
boundary disputes as "the most dan- 
gerous, save religious disputes, of all 
factors in national history." 


"The permanent marking of this 


boundary line between the two states 
gives us today simply an occasion for 
the interchange of amicable 
senti- 
ments which exist between the great 
commonwealths. 
The older 
state, 


Ohio, and the younger state, Michi- 
gan, are both glad to clasp hands 
and exchange greetings today at the 
culmination of the 
work so 
ably 


wrought by our engineers. 


"The so-called 'war' three-quarters 


of a century ago, agitated 
every 


hamlet in our states. It necessitated 
one of the few early extra sessions 
of our legislature. 
It involved the 


calling out of militia of both states 
and plans to interfere as well as act- 
ual interference, with the adminis- 
tration of the courts. 
It 
involved 


the President and the government of 
the United States. It caused exceed- 
ingly great annoyance in the affairs 
of both states, which time alone and 
greater affairs have 
so eliminated 


that 
these 
exciting events of an 
earlier day have been almost entire- 
ly forgotten. 


"What effect upon the history of 


the two states, a change in the pres- 
ent boundary line would have made 
we cannot conceive today. Had the 
debated territory been awarded 
to 


Michigan, instead of to Ohio, 
De- 
troit might not have developed, or 
Michigan might have developed To- 
ledo less and Detroit more. Michi- 
gan, as a compromise 
might 
not 


have been awarded the great mineral 
territory of its northwest. 
Probably 


on the whole, both states have fared 
best with the outcome of the 'strug- 
gle' as it was."

Vessels Flying American Flag, 


Government Witness Testifies

stand by the Berwind's captain Fritz 
Edward Falkenberg 


Captain Falkenberg was a govern- 


ment witness in the trial 
of 
Dr. 


Karl Buenz, George Kotter, Adolph 
Hoehmeister, and Joseph 
Popping- 


haus, all officials of the Hamburg- 
American line, on trial on charges 
of conspiring to deceive and defraud 
the United States government. 


The Berwind sailed 
from 
New 


York at 9:30 at night, August 5, os- 
tensibly for Buenos Aires, with Pop- 
pinghaus 
as 
supercargo 
and 
in 


iharge. Taking up Captain Falken- 
berg's story there, her movements 
were as follows: 


"First, Poppinghaus ordered him 


to stay within the three-mile limit, 
after leaving Sandy Hook, to avoid 
British cruisers, but later instructed 
lira to steer for Cape Roque. There 
lie was told to steam back and forth, 
as he might meet 
German 
ships. 


For thirty-six hours, 
the 
Berwind 


did. steam back and forth 
over a 


sixty mile course and finally at 6:30 
a. m. August 28, sighted a German 
fleet of five ships. 


"The ships were the Cap Trafal- 


gar, the Pontas, the Eleanor Woer- 
mer the Santa Lucia, and the tiny 
German gunboat Eber. 
The Cap 


Trafalgar hoisted a signal "B. M." 
meaning "come nearer," after 
the 


Berwind, on Poppinghaus' 
orders, 


had hoisted the same letters. 


"Weather was stormy, the winds 


high, and the seas heavy, 
so the 


Berwind, unable to discharge 
her 


cargo, stayed sixteen days with the 
German fleet. 
When the elements 


moderated she discharged her cargo, 
forty tons of many kinds of 
foo#- 


stuffs, and much of her coal to the 
Cap Trafalgar and the Eleanor Wo- 
ermer. On September 10, or therea- 
bouts, three of the fleet sailed away, 
leaving only the Pontas and Cap Tra- 
falgar, to which the Berwind 
was 


still discharging her cargo. 


"Before 
leaving, 
however, 
the 


Eber gave up her guns—two 
four- 


inch rifles and six one-pounders—to 
the Cap Trafalgar. 


'On the morning of September 14, 


1914, Captain Falkenberg 
testified, 


the Cap Trafalgar and the 
Pontas, 


were surprised by the British auxil- 
iary cruiser Carmania and 
another 


British boat which came on fast, in- 
tending to give battle. 
The Ger- 


mans turned to flee and the Berwind 
weighing anchor, trailed slowly be- 
hind, veering out of range. 


"The Carmania gained fast," said 


Falkenberg. "The Cap Trafalgar 
steamed south about a mile, 
then 


turned right about and 
faced 
the 


Carmania. 
They were about 
two 


and a half miles apart. 


"The Carmania fired the first shot 


and then another one before the Cap 
Trafalgar replied. 
They both then 


began firing fast. The Pontas kept 
on her way leaving the Cap Trafal- 
algar to fight alone. In half an hour, 
both the Carmania and the Cap Traf- 
algar were badly afire and in 
two 


hours the Cap Trafalgar sank." 


Poppinghaus was aboard tbe Ele- 


anor Woemer at this time, Captain 
Falkenberg testified. 
The Berwind 
later rejoined the Elea*nor Woemer 
went to Rio Tanerio got a cargo and 
returned home. She failed to reach

"goes by an ugly name, and it should 
be given just as much to a speech de- 
hvere-1 in the house of lords as to a 
man who risks his life getting infor- 
mation for the enemy." 


After stating that "no gentleman" 


would have made and no gentleman 
would believe Lord St. David's ac- 
cusation and subjecting 
Lord Rib- 


blesdale's recent utterances to a like 
denunciation, Lord Derby spoke ot 
recruiting. He said he had not come 
to enlist recruits in the 
stock ex- 


change but to ask the loyal coopera- 
tion ot the scheme he had 
under- 
taken. 


"At the present moment no man 


has a right to say he is indispensa- 
ble in his present employment," con- 
tinued Lord Derby. 
Apart from the 


numbers we will get is the moral ef- 
fect upon our allies, and our ene- 
mies in showing them that the vol- 
untary spirit in England is as strong 
as at the beginning of the war. Ev- 
ery man should go before a local tri- 
bunal which will determine whether 
he is indispensable."

night. Mentally the child appears to 
be normal, but is paralyzed 
below 


the waist, has club feet, 
distorted 


knee joints, and a 
spinal 
ailment 


which, physicians say will prove fatal 
if an operation is 
not 
soon per- 


formed. 


Dr. Julius Goldsmith, the attend- 


ing physician, notified the 
parents 


that the child's life could be saved 
only by a prompt operation. 
He said 


aiterwards: 


"The parents 
absolutely 
refuse 


permission for the necessary opera- 
tion. 
I could probably save 
the 


child's life, although it would always 
remain helplessly crippled. There is 
no action that I can take without the 
permission of the parents." 


The lather of the defective baby 


said: 


"I believe the Chicago physician 


was right. For the sake of humani- 
ty, I had rather see this child die 
now than have to live seven or eight 
years in misery 
and 
suffering, 


think it would be better for all con- 
cerned. 
The doctors tell me an op- 


eration would oniy prolong its life, 
and that it would 
never be 
well. 


E\en though the operation were per- 
formed, they say, it would always be 
paralyzed below the 
waist. If the 


baby's imperfections were a small 
thing it would be a different matter. 
I would not want to sacrifice its life 
under such circumstances. But what 
would be the use to let it live?

T~-- 24.—The propor- 


tion of suicides to -Bie population in 
100 cities in this country last year 
was higher than for any year since 
1909, according to F. L. Hoffman, 
statistician for a big insurance com- 
pany. 
Mr. Hoffman's report shows 


that 4,982 persons killed themselves. 
This is at the rate of 20.3 for each 
100,000 of population. 


His figures indicated that in pro- 


portion to 
population, 
suicide 
is 


more frequent 011 tjie Pacific coast 
than in the east. -• San 
Francisco 


heads this list with 234 suicides and 
a rate of 52.4 while 
San Diego, 


Sacramento, Los Angeles and Oak- 
land follow. 
In all these cities, Mr. 


Hoffman reports, the rate for 1914 
was in excess of that for the previous 
ten years. 


The New York boroughs of Man- 


hattan and the Bronx, with 618 sui- 
cides, have a rate 
of 20.2 while 


Brooklyn's rate is 12.6. Figures for 
the entire city are not recorded. T4ie 
low rate here is attributed in part 
to the law prohibiting the carrying 
of fire arms. Mr. Hoffman says that 
the laws governing the sale of poi- 
son seems not to be properly enforc- 
ed in many communities.

It will be featured by a discussion

These in- 
clude a merchant marine, conserva- 
tion, greater self-government for the 
Philippines, and rural credits. 


The message will declare that the 


United States has a 
humanitarian 


mission of peace in the world, and,

plan for a continental army of 400,- 
000 men will be strongly support- 
ed. 


The president will, as he did last
